TO FIELD MARSHAL THE RIGHT HONOURABLE 
VISCOUNT FRENCH, 

LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND 

May it Please your Excellency, 

I respectfully beg to submit my Report, under the direction 
of the Right Honourable the Master of the Rolls, and pursuant 
to the 24th section of the Public Records (Ireland) Act, 1867, 
on the proceedings had during tlie year 1918 in connection with 
the Public Records of Ireland. 

1. I have again to report that this Department continues to 
be adversely affected by the continuation of the War. The 
difficulties in the way of printing and bootbinding and the 
reduction of the effective strength referred to in paragraph 1 of 
the Fiftieth Report continued during the entire year. With 
the return of Peace it is hoped that absent Officers can be 
relieved to resume their duties here, that vacancies can be 
tilled up, and that the work may be restored to its normal 
•condition. 

2 . I am happy to report that no casualty occurred during 
the year to any member of the Staff serving with His Majesty’s 
Forces. 

3. The printing of the “ Guide to the Records in the Public 
Record Office of Ireland ” was greatly delayed through strikes 
by the employees of the Government Printer. It will be issued 
and available to the public in the year 1919.

which had been transferred to this Office from the Court of 
Common Pleas in the year 1870. The Roll had been improperly 
removed from the Court before 1870, and bad remained for 
many years out of its proper legal custody to which it has now 
been returned. 

5 A valuable collection of Books of Account &c of the 
French Huguenot Churches (Non-Conformed) of Mood Street, 
Lucy Lane, and Peter Street, Dublin has been deposited here 
by the Governor of the Bank of Ireland under the 16th section 

of the Public Records (Ireland) Act. 

The Huguenots began to settle m Ireland soon after the 
Revolution, and the early Dublin settlers conformed; to a con- 
siderable extent to the canons of the Church of Ireland and 
became subiect to the Archbishop of Dublin. The Elders of 
the French' Huguenot (Conformed) Churches of bt. Patrick 
and St Mary Dublin, deposited here in the year 1893 a series of 
Baptismal, Burial, and Marriage Registers for these churches ; a 
Oonsistorial Act Book, 1692-1716, was presented by Mr. Chris- 
topher Digges La Touche in 1899 ; and a small but valuable 
collection of Books was presented by the Trustees of the 

French Huguenot Fund in 1904. 

Another group commenced to settle m Dublin soon after the 
Williamite Revolution. The congregations forming this group 
would not conform ; they adhered to the Huguenot form of 
worship and discipline existing in the Continent and they raised 
and attended the (Non-Conformed) Churches of Wood Street, 
Lucy Lane, and Peter Street. A collection of the Books of these 
churches was deposited here by the Official Assignee, acting 
under an Order of the Judge of the Court of Bankruptcy, dated 
29th November 1895 ; and a Cash Book, 1692-7. was presented 
by the Executrix of Dr. J. J. Digges La Touche in 1907. 

The Books now 1 deposited by the Governor of the Bank of 
Ireland, forming the second collection for the Non-Conformed 
Churches, are written in the French language and furnish 
interesting information concerning _ the property, church 
management, and sustentation, charities, &c., of these congre- 
gations from 1692 to 1780. A schedule of the Books now 
deposited will be found at paragraph 27. 


6. The end of the year 1918 will be remembered in history 
as the date, of the termination of the most frightful war that has 
ever afflicted humanity. Several Officers in this Department, 
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during the war, applied for permission to join the Forces of. the 
Crown as Volunteers. Some of these obtained the necessary 
permission from the Master of the Rolls : others could not be 
spared as it was necessary to retain them for the work of the 
Office. 

I ha re to testify to the gallant conduct of those who joined 
the Forces of the Grown : some of them lost their lives, on the 
field of battle. I have also to testify to the spirit of those who 
could not be spared, but who were equally ready to face the 
great sacrifice. 

7. The work of the Office has been carried on by a 
considerably diminished Staff during the years 1914-8. While 
the archival work has suffered, in consequence of this, it . is 
gratifying to report that the diminished Staff has been fully 
able to cope with the demands of the Legal and Old Age 
Pension Sections, and' that the facilities usually afforded to 
the Literary Inquirers who attend the Office were never 
curtailed.

ARRANGEMENT AND PRESERVATION OF RECORDS. 

28. During the year the records of the dioeeses of Dublin 
and Glendalough, Clonfert and Kilmaeduagh, Limerick, Ardfert 
and Aghadoe, and Killaloe and Kilfenora, together with the- 
portions of the dioceses of Cork Oloyne and Ross, Cashel and 
Emly, and Waterford and Lismore remaining over from the 
previous year, were examined and arranged. In this process, 
the contents of two hundred and sixty-nine bundles were put in 
order of date and sometimes of parishes. 

28. Chancery Replications and Rejoinders have been 
arranged to the extent of 371 files ; they, have been relabelled 
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with, parchment labels and stamped. Some bundles of Chancery 
Proceedings of a miscellaneous nature have been carefully 
examined with the result that Bills from 1573 to 1646 and 
Answers from 1574 to 1657 have been found which it whi le 
possible to incorporate in the regular series to which they 
belong. 

10 The wills and papers leading to Grants of Prohate and 
Administration for the year 1896 have been stamped, arranged 
into dictionary order and partially checked , those of the 
Principal Registry, and of the District Registries of Tuam and 
Cork, for .1897, have been stamped and ananged. 

31 The process of flattening and arranging a portion of a 
former transfer from the Crown and Peace Office, co. Kerry, 
has been completed.

INDEXING AND CALENDARING. 

37 The restrictions imposed on the office by the reduction 
of the Staff consequent on the War have prevented much work 
being done under the above heads. 

38. Only a few membranes of Justiciary Rolls have been 
calendared, and no further progress has been possible in 
calendaring the Memoranda Rolls. 
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39. The Index to the Disentailing Deed Rolls has been 
continued for 1894-7, _ and the Index to the Chancery Recog- 
nizances has been continued for the same period. 

40. The new Index for the records of the Diocesan Courts, 
has been continued, and embraces the dioceses of Meath Derry 
and Raphoe. 

41. Indexes to 15 Chancery Order Books have been checked.
